This little volume is intended as a companion to my 
book of Eucharistic Verses, " Emmanuel," which 
was published two years ago, and which, after passing 
through four editions at home and in the United 
States, is now kept permanently in two forms — a 
sixpenny edition for more general use, and also the 
original neater edition reduced in price. 

In the pages devoted to the saints, many names 
are absent which might naturally be sought for there. 
The reason is that almost all these verses found 
themselves written accidentally, for the most part 
many years ago, without any view to their forming 
items in a collection of this sort. I am not without 
hones of being able to supply in a third series of 
"Altar Flowers" some of the omissions and short- 
comings of this volume and its predecessor. 

The first of the Anathematismi of St. Cyril, which 
were approved by the Council of Ephesus, may serve 
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PREFACE, 



as a link between "Emmanuel" and " Madonna."

* Some of the Indulgences granted to the Rosary require meditation on 
the mysteries. Many are in the habit of mentioning in each " Hail Mary " 
the mystery commemorated in each decade, thus: "Blessed is the fruit of 
thy womb, Jesus, who was crowned with thorns, &c." This breaks too 
much the flow of the " Hail Marys," and might at most be confined to the 
first " Hail Mary of each decade. The announcement of the mysteries 
as given in prayer-books may readily be learned by heart. The following 
verses may be of use to some for this purpose. 

It is easy to keep in mind that the Joyful, Sorrowful, and Glorious Mys- 
teries are assigned in this same order to the first three days of each week 
and then to the last three, so that the Joyful Mysteries are thought of while 
saying the beads on Monday and Thursday, the Sorrowful on Tuesday and 
Friday, the Glorious on Wednesday and Saturday. As for the Sundays, 
the season of the year determines which of the three sets of mysteries is 
appropriate: after Christmas, the Nativity and other Joyful Mysteries; 
after Easter, the Resurrection and other Glorious Mysteries ; in the peni- 
tential times of Lent and Advent, the Sorrowful Mysteries.

Thou'lt smiling bid me welcome as thine own, 
And I shall be, as when my first life dawned, 
Thy namesake, client, child — more near, but not more 
fond. 
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ST. MARY MAGDALEN. 
{July 22.) 

" If Thou wert here, my brother had not died,"

ST. FKANCIS OF ASSISI. (October 4.) 
[a.d. 1182-1226.] 

St. Fbanois of Assisi, the seraph-saint of love, 
Christ's glorious povereHo, fixed all his hopes above. 
He cared not for the sorrows or the shame and pain 
of life, 

And of his wounds he recked not in the ardour of the 
strife. 

" My God, my all!" he murmured, and yearned for

To think of thee, St. Francis, is both a joy and fear, 
For /must win that heaven which cost thee not too 
dear. 
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ST. FKANCIS DE SALES. {January 29.) 
[a.d. 1567-1627.] 
His feast is come — the meek, the strong, 

The eloquent and genial saint* 
Who toiled for souls so well, so long, 

And warmed the cold and cheered the faint. 

His were all virtues. Burning zeal 
By patient wisdom checked and taught ; 

A hand to help, a heart to feel — 
True charity in word, deed, thought 

Genius was his. His voice had power 
O'er the proud great ones of his time. 

Qiim Unbelief and Doubt would cower 
Before his intellect sublime. 

And still his words our hearts delight — 
His massive thought, his fancy's play,

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Fitly his name she bears : for he 
Had dared the first to wish and plan 

Sisters of Mercy, " bond yet free," 
To tend the sick and work for man ; 

Therefore did he his daughters place 
Beneath the Visitation's shade. 

Such was Jane Frances for a space, 
Until their purpose was gainsayed. 

Not yet God willed it. ^Francis' Nuns 
Within their holy cloister lurk ; 

But we (poor, feeble, helpless ones !) 
Must in our way do Francis' work. 

Long may she help us with her care, 
Whose joyful feast we keep to-day. 

God's dearest blessings may she share 
Here and hereafter ! So we pray. 
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TO ST. IGNATIUS LOYOLA {July 31) 
Founder of the Society of Jestjs. 
[a.d. 1491-1556.]
